If Mr. Fdward M. 8HBPAni> is right the 
truth is just the other way around. It is ugli- 
ness, and not beauty, that costn money, and for 
which the taxpayer, directly or ipdireetly, is 

obliged to j»y enormously. 

A little reasouiug ought to convince one of the 
wisdom of Mr. SriKPAUo's assertion. The city 
or town or \illaa;o where i)ublic improvements 
aro planned aud earned out with regard to 
some other eonsidcirations than those of l)are 
ntilitarianisiii never laeks for means to nrnke 
such iniprovenionf'^. As improvements are 
made, property increases in valur, and owners 
and the conimunity at largo are mutually bene- 
titetl. There is no more practical illustration 
of the Scrij)tural declaration that to him that 
hath shall be given, aud that from him that 
hath not shall be taken away even that which 
he hath. 

One of the things that the i>eople of our 
cities need to have impressed upon them is that
